We ſhallnout need to ſpend time in defcribing the forme, 
fabrick and dimenſions of theſe gates, fince theſe and the reſt 
of the Gates were all futable to that in theEaſtquarter which 
we havedeſcribed before, ſaving that their Gate houſe was 
higher, and that they were not charaQtered with the pifture 
of Shuſhan as that Gate was. Letus therefore-onely take the 
profpett as we ftand in cicker of theſe Gazes before us, to»

What Streets, Houſes, Turrets, Gardens, and beauteous 
buildings were tobe ſeen in Jeruſalem as it lay before you 
may better be {uppoſed in ſo goodly a City then deſcribed:

and all the buildings ruined, yet this great and-wenderful

The Prieſts Garments, 


T will not be much neceſſary to ſpend large diſcourſe opon 

this ſubjet about the garments of the ordinary Prieſts 
which they wore in the ſervice,{ince we have deſcribed the velt- 
ments of the High-pricit at large in another place, who wore 
all the ſame garmenes that the other did, but he wore 0= 
ther alſo, we ſhall cherefore but touch theſe particulars 
concerning them. 

1. That the garments wherewithall che Prieſts were arrai- 
ed when they were aboutdivine ſervice, were peculiar for that 
place and occaſion, pms mg we the garments that they 
uſed in their ordinary wearing. Jewes thinke there were 
ſuch Prieſtly garments before the law, and they ſpeak of ſuch, 
bequeathed from father to ſonne in the holy Tine-even from A- 
dam to Iſaxc,and they think the veſture in which 7ocob gbtained 
the bleſling was of this nature : but about this we ſhall not be 
inquittive. 

2, The Prieſts when they were come up in their courſes to 
the ſervice, put off their ordinary. wearing clothes, waſbed 
themſelves in water,and put on the =y garments : See Lev.

there on the ſervice,any of them that would ſleep by he '.

SECT. 11. 


The ſtate of the ſecond Temple under the 
Perſian Monarchy. 


A fhoueh berween the returne out of the Babylonian cap- 
eivicy, and the finall defolation of Ierwſalem, there might 
ſceme to be (triftly and literally ewo Temples, that of Zaro- 
babel, and that of Hered,(for Herod began his Temple from the 
very foundation) yet do the Scriptures, and all Jewiſh wricers 
fo unanimouſly and generally own them but for one Temple, 
calling ir the ſecond Temwplealb rhetime there was a Temple af- 
ter its firſt bailding under Cyrws, that it would be but needleſs 
labour and unwarrantable curioſity to take tip any other no- 
tion or diſtintion of it. For though the Temple buile by 
Z oroþabel were down to the very by Hered, when 
he baile that fabrick that ſtood to the laſtfate of Ternſalem, yet 
- fincethardemolition was not by deſtru&ion and ruine, but for 
reparation and for irs bettering, there js no reaſon to reckon 
theſe as two ſeverall Temples, but as one Temple firſt baile and 
then repaired to a more excellent and glorious condition. 

From the firſt yeare of Cyrw (in which he proclaimed re. 
wr” 2 to the Captives, and gave commandment to reftore 
and build Ferwſalem) to the death of Chriſt were 490 years, as 
they be ſummed by an Angel, Daz. 9. and from the death of 
Chriſt to the fatall and tfinall deſtration of Feruſakem were 
40 yeares tnore, 530 yeare#in all. In all which timeic we 
no dreſentn tr" # amine decurrence, and ch 0 
condition that befel! the Temple, and it would condttgta e 
ſtory and volume: I ſhall therefore onely crouch upon the 
chiefe(}, diſtributing the times into thoſe ſeverall and 're- 
markable perfodsthar they fell into, and applying the ſtories 
to the times accordingly. 

The firſt parcell of this time was taket up by the Perſian 
f Monarchy 


of the ſecond Tenipte. 
Monarchy, which bow long it continged, and for how wany 
Kings Succcllion, is a thing of as difputable and controverted 
a nature, a8 any one thing in Chronology : I will keep to the 
number and names of the Kings of that Throne that we fand in 
Scripture. 

In Dan.11.2.there are theſe words : Bebold there ſball land 
up yet three Kings in Perſia, and the forth ſball be far richer then they 
all ; and by biz ſtrength through biz riches be ſball ſtir up all againſt 
the Re Im of Gretiz. And mighty King ſba7 ſtand up, &e, And 
when be ſball ſtand up bis King dome foal! be bro ken, and ſhall be di- 
vided toward the four winds of Heaven, and not to bis poſterity, &c. 
It is obſervable concerning this praphelte and account about 
the Perſian Monarchy.

Editious, the flanghter of one Zachariar in it, andat the 
laft'the firing of it by the Romaner , and the utter ruine of
